cine is ‘new. If, therefore, our, present 


efforts to prevent disease be condemned as | 


leading to racial degeneracy, some co- 
tirely ‘different .explanation must ‘be 
found for the decline and fall of all our 
predecessors, from. Babylon 
Spain. By way of carrying the war 
into the enemiy’s camp, I now propase 
to submit a”theory of the decadence of 
Greece, if not. of ‘Rome, which attributes 
those stupendous phenomena not to pre- 
ventive medicine. but to the lack. of it; 
and. to. illustrate the theory by,reference 
to the contemporary destruction of a 
great nation by a.repetition of the same 
terrible, process which we ‘seem first ‘to 
see at work in the fifth century before 
our era! ; 

We have defined preventive eugenics 
as the: protection. of - parenthood 
from the racial poisons—by which 
we menn ‘any. agencies: which in~ 
jure not ‘merely the present gene- 
tution but, through it, the next. The 
pesudo-eugenic argument is that diseases 
and poisons, seemingly injurious, are

would soon sce to it that they were 
effectively distributed. Says Ross: ‘1 
would require, say, half a century to 
obtain-a firm hold of the country, and 
would then “probably undermine that
